ceived no Republican votes, because a 
man identified with any of the radical 
elements behind him could not be re- 
garded as a Republican.

ticket. Surely the Republicans of "Wis- 
consin could ask nothing more from 
the radicals who have sought to cap- 
ture its label and destroy its existence 
than the course they have elected. Mr. 
Thompson is to run on the Non-Par- 
tisan league platform. Mr. Elaine is 
running on the same platform for gov- 
ernor. Both have ditched the Republi- 
can organization, the Republican plat- 
forms, state and national, and the Re- 
publican national ticket. This brings 
about a division of political forces in 
Wisconsin along logical and discern- 
ible lines. It sets the Republican par- 
ty apart from the Bolsheviks and en- 
ables it to cleanse itself of this element 
entirely. It makes it possible for the 
Republicans to redeem the good name 
of their party in this state and to reas- 
sert their power in its government It 
should mark Ihc final parting of the 
ways with "La Follette and the nonde- 
script army he is leading. 


Mr. Lenroot will of course be re- 


elected. There is hardly any doubt 
about that, although it should not be 
taken for granted. Nothing should be 
left undone to insure Lenroot's elec- 
tion which organization, publicity and 
effective work can accomplish.

LABOR AND 
BOLSHEVISM 


The American Federation of Labor, 


with a membership of more than 5,- 
000,000, has broken with the radical 
leaders of Europe and definitely re- 
pudiated their revolutionary programs 
and their support of the soviet govern- 
ment of Russia. President Gompcrs 
makes the announcement through the 
current number of the American Fod- 
erationist. Action was taken by the A. 
F. of-L. when it received from the Am- 
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sterdam executive (the International 
Federation of Trades unions) for cir- 
culation in the United States a decla- 
ration calling for revolutionary meas- 
ures by labor throughout the world in 
aid of the Soviets in their war against 
Poland. Portions of the statement is- 
sued by President Gompers are worth 
repeating: 


The American Federation of Labor is not a. 


revolutionary body and h,is never had any affilia- 
tions with any revolutionary body which would 
require it to give serious consideration to revolu- 
tionary proposals of any kind. While recogniz- 
ing: the need of revolution against autocratic gov- 
ernments, organized labor in this country re- 
gards the American government as being essen- 
tially democratic. * * « 


The aggressive and violent character of the 


bolshevist regime is now due primarily, not to 
the certainty of their hold upon the Russian gov- 
ernment or upon the victories of the Red ar- 
mies, but upon the cooperation of European 
labor. 


The organized labor movement of this country 


does not regard the bolshevists as being the 'Rus- 
sian revolution.' 


The American Federation of Labor is utterly 


and wholly opposed to anything that approach- 
es any form of assistance to Soviets. * • • 


We are living in the republic of the United 


States of America, a country by no means per- 
fect, in which all too frequently injustice is done. 
But it is a republic based upon the principles of 
freedom, justice and universal suffrage. 
Our 


men and women are not likely to throw these 
right? and principles into the scrap heap for 
the dictatorship of Moscow's Lenine and Trotzky. 
The harangues of the Soviets in Russia will fall 
on deal" cars of the American organized labor 
movement. 


Mr. Gompers unquestionably reflects 


the attitude of organized labor tb.ru- 
out the United States. There may be 
spots over the country where Bolshe- 
vism is temporarily in favor among 
the agitators and ignorant, and there 
may be. states like Wisconsin where 
there is a current of radicalism be- 
neath the surface which has a revolu- 
tionary appearance, but these are only j 
incidents in our national life. They j 
are quite serious for the moment in 
Wisconsin, it is true, but they will be 
handled adequately in due course of 
time. 


The main thing is that what Mr. 


Gompers says about labor is true. It 
is for American institutions and Amer- 
ican government and it is in no dan- 
ger of being led astray by the freak 
products of Europe who are seizing 
upon anarchy as a remedy for the ills 
peculiar to Europe and from which 
this country is free. 


WILSON IX THE CAMPAIGN 


President Wilson's entrance into the 


campaign is a new but not an unfore- 
seen factor. There has been a general 
expectation that before election day 
he would have something to say to the 
American people on the subject of 
peace and the league of nations. 


Mr. Wilson's first statement has 


been given ouL It deals solely with the 
league of nations. The fact that Mr. 
Cox's name is not mentioned, or that 
any other issues arc discussed, indi- 
cates that the president regards the 
questions of peace of greater import- 
ance than the personality of presiden- 
tial candidates or what arc commonly 
known as parly principles. 


What the president says about the 


league of nations may or may not af- 
fect the result in November, .but it is 
certain to affect public opinion on 
this great issue of American policy, 
The election of a president next month 
is not going to settle the fight over the 
league of nations. That fight is to go 
on until the United States definitely 
refuses to enter the league or attaches 
its membership with or without quali- 
fications. 


If Harding is elected he cannot of 


himself control the decision. The pro- 
bability is he would have little to say 
about it, not only because he has no 
real ideas on the subject and appears 
to lack the capacity to deal with it in 
a statesmanly manner but because oth- 
ers "behind the scenes" will likely 
frame his policies, both foreign and do-, 
mastic, for him. And there is another 
factor, too, and that is public opinion, 
which may force the next administra- 
tion to enter the league of nations, re- 
gardless of its preconceived attitude. 


President Wilson's campaign pro- 


nouncements will strengthen the fight 
for the league of nations. It will do 
this no matter who is elected president, 
and possibly this is his main purpose. 
The president doubtless realizes that 
both presidential nominees arc weak 
offerings and that both parties arc 
practically bankrupt so far as princi- 
ple and high moral leadership arc. con- 
cerned. 


What the president is concerned 


about is the league of nations and the 
consequences of peace. His first state- 
ment indicates that this is his only real 
concern. What the president says 
about thr league of nations will have*a 
profound influence, not perhaps upon 


the election, which is not going to de- 
cide anything, but upon American 
thought and judgment on the proposal 
to terminate war and enforce peace. 
What he says Is not likely to meet 
with successful contradiction. On the 
subject of peace the president knows 
what he is talking about. He has stu- 
died it as has no man in the country. 
His conclusions are apt to be sound— 
so sound they will stand not merely 
the shock of partisan assault but the 
test of time. 


President Wilson is engaged in a 


great effort to bring America into the 
league and to thus make the league 
an irresistible force for peace. 
In 


spite of the superficial attacks upon 
the league ami the flagrant misrepre- 
sentation it has had to weather it 
would be a risky prophecy indeed to 
predict that the president will not be 
successful and that the cause he rep- 
resented will not triumph in the end. 
The odds are with him because what is 
inherently right ultimately triumphs, 
and the purpose to enforce peace and 
prevent war by international concert 
is unquestionably inherently right.
